Merely First Step 


"Conscription of man power will 


be merely a first step," said the com- 
mittee minority report. "Proposals 
for total conscription of wealthy and 
productive facilities will follow In- 
evitably." 


The report declared that "this pro- 


;3osal and others Inevitably to follow, 
i;o conscript man power, to conscript 
the farmers, conscript industry, con- 
script labor to run indusfcryf and to 
conscript the wealth of the nation is 
not only unnecessary at this time 
to the adequate defense of the coun- 
try, but that it I s - a distinct and 
dangerous departure which will lead 
ultimately to the destruction of the 
American form of government In a 
totalitarian, military economy."

ensigns whipping in the wind, hove- Into view 550 miles out at s'ua to 
escort the refugee ship the rest of the svay home. 


That was sign and symbol that one of the gravest incidents po- 


tentially, of this war to date, so far as the United States is concerned, 
was in the peril-haunted passage 
of: this vessel from Petsamo, Fin- 


land, through Russian minefields; along past the Shetlunds, through 
British minefields, and possible German mined areas. 


The insistence by this government upon adherence to so dan- 


gerous a course is still an unexplained mystery, In the face of Nazi 
declarations (hat they could not guarantee the ship's safety In waters 
near the British Isies. 


Fortunately the danger is past.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.--The 


Natolnal Defense Council warned 
the country's retail merchants at R 
meeting In. Washington that the 
Federal 
government 
will 
police 


prices of. consumer goods if there 
is an unwarranted boom because of 
the rearmament program. 


The warning was given by Ben 


Lewis, chief economist for the con- 
sumers division of the defense com- 
mission. 
He . addressed a meeting 


of representatives of large retailing 
groups called by Miss Harriet El- 
liott, consumer advisor on the de- 
fense commission.' 


Lewis declared that "We shall 


prefer to facilitate rather than to 
police" prices, but he added: 


"In the last analysis we have a 


job to do and we must be prepared 
to face the test of results.". 


In extreme case» of' price rises 


without justification, he warned, 
the commission "shall not hesitate 
to call upon the assistance of the 
appropriate agencies in breaking: 
lo£ jams which clog the channels 
of consumers goods and threaten 
the prourflin of civilian defense." 


Fred Lazarus, Jr., prominent Col- 


umbus, O., department store execu- 


tive, also addressed the meeting 
and suggested that the retailers co- 
operate with the government in or- 
der to prevent any mandatory con- 
trols of prices by law.

BERLIN, Aug. 30.—Germany will 


reject any American application to 
the Reich to accord safe conduct 
for ships evacuating children from 
the British Isles, it was authorita- 
tively stated in Berlin tonight. 


The German attitude is based 


upon the grounds it Is technically 
impossible to give any guarantees in 
view of the presence of floating 
mines "against which the Reich is 
not Included to assume responsibil- 
ity-"

In addition, Oermany' maintains 


that a "double standard" of human- 
ity is inacceptable. German spokes- 
men asserted that, British children 
should not be given the privilege of 
evacuation to the United States "to 
avoid hunger while continental chil- 


dren are left behind to fac« starva- 
tion." 
In any case, It was said, British 


propaganda would accuse Nazi sub- 
marines of sinking any such ships if 
they struck: mines on the ocean.'
